an 
experiment with 
120

up, it was found that it is possible 
to so fatten lambs that the finish will 
be of a high order without unduly 
loading them with fat. 


That the ration used in the experi- 


ment, viz.: 
Bran, oats, barley and 


oilcake, in the proportion of 3, 3, 3 
and 1 parts respectively,with hay and 
roots, is well adapted to the produc- 
tion of such meat. 


That such a diet is eminently 


adapted to the production of large 
gains, since during the experiment 
proper, it produced monthly eleven 
pounds of increase. 


That it is admirably adapted to the 


cheap production of money, since 100 
pounds of increase was made during 
the entire period of feeding at a cost 
of but $3.41. 


That because of the all-round ex- 


cellence of the results obtained, the j 
growing of lambs on forage other 
than grass pastures, leaves them in a I 
fair condition for being successfully 
fatttned.

army with him.

necessitate a new series of opera- 
tions on our part and Aguinaldo has 
gained a temporary strategic advan- 
tage. .Those holding this view point 
out the fact that 
the 
insurgents 


never intended to hold the alleged 
capital at Tarlac as a permanent cap- 
ital, at it wad only slightly fortified 
They also claim that the railroad 
being left Intact, while rolling stock 
wns destroyed, indicates that a rapid 
retreat was made some time back. 


This retreat must have been ac- 


complished at the time Lawton 'began , 
his San Isidro movement.

REV. W. L. STOTT'S LECTURE.

the relations of psychology to peda- 
gogy at the Baptist church Tuesday 
evening. 
The speaker argued that 


pedagogy was a science and said that 
it would be beneficial if the same 
principles were applied to teaching a 
Sunday school as are used in teach- 
ing a day school. The psychological 
bearing upon the subject he consid- 
ered from the emotions of the soul, 
the emotions,' the"1 intellect'nnd the 
will. Mr. Stott said that the prepa- 
ration to teach a Sunday school class 
should be as thorough as preparation 
to teach a common school class. The 
requirements of a teacher a few years 
ago were very slight, but 'now the 
stnte demands a thorough examina- 
tion on all subjects and a satisfactory 
showing must be made. The speaker 
said that a teacher who is unable to 
impress a scholar with the soundness 
of his or her logic, or the amount of 
learning, will not accomplish much 
good. 
A clear presentation of the 


subject, and a frequent presentation, 
one that leaves the mind of n scholar 
in a clear condition and without 
doubts, is the kind of teaching that 
is required. In closing, Dr. Stott re- 
ferred 
to the frequent instances 


where Christ proved Hiimelf a mas- 
ter of logic.

DON'T FORGET THE MOISTURfi 


It has been estimated by Prof. 


King that from every ton of dvy mat- 
ter of potatoes produced there is re- 
quired 422.7 tons of water. In the 
case oi' the average yield for 1896 
with seven tillings when there was 
produced 3l3 bushels per acre, the 
amount of dry matter was 4,042.38 
pounds, or 2.17 tons. To rnatuie this 
amount would require some 917.23 
tons of water. This may be secured 
for the plants by early and deep 
ploughing of the land to establish 
the earth mulch nnd to prevent loss 
of the spring rains, and then by fre- 
quent surface tillage the mulch was 
renewed to lessen the hiss of moisture 
by «viponirii;n. 


According to this the liberal appli- 


cation of fertilizers during the spring 
will not amount to much it' the Sup- 
ply of moisture is neglected. 


Another thing of importance is to 


not leave off cultivating- too soon. 
The Uew York station in one of its 
bulletins gives a very good pointer

i it says that 


the old notion that tillage must cease 
us soon ns the potatoes blossom, is 
wrong-.
